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Fundraising efforts gaining momentum - — Prez

Twenty nine thousand and 
counting. That is the amount of 
money the Students’ Union has 
made from its fund raising cam- 
paign in the last two weeks. 

According to Terence Filewych, 
$19,000 was raised by the Alumni 
Association, $5000 has been do- 
nated by Canadian Utilities, and 
another $5000 has been promised 
by an undisclosed company. 

“This will be good momentum 
for approaching the corporates,” 
said Filewych of the five figure 
windfall. 

But the SUisstill a bit short of the 
$400,000 it has targeted to be raised. 

“To date we've raised I'd say in 
the range of 45 to $50,000,” said 
Filewych, adding that the momen- 
tum of the campaign should allow 
them toraise the amount needed to 
continue with the renovations 
project. 

The original fund raising sched- 
ule was to have the campaign 
ended by the end of April, but that 
has since been extended because, 
said Filewych, the donation boards 
of many corporations were not 
meeting within the same time line 
the SU had planned. The new 
schedule calls for the campaign to 


end in September. Filewych noted 
that he will volunteer over the sum- 
mer to help in the fund raising. 

Filewych also noted that several 
other individual, association, and 
corporate donations in the 35 to 
$50,000 range are also “in the hop- 
per.” 

Of the $400,000 the SU is hoping 
to raise, Filewych said the bulk will 
go towards renovations, while 
$125,000 will go toward paying 
down the loan taken out for the 
renovations which took place last 
summer. If not enough is raised to 
make early payments on the loan, 
then it will be paid down accord- 
ing to a 10 year repayment plan 
already worked out with the bank. 

When asked why the priority 
was being given to renovations as 
opposed to the early loan repay- 
ments, Filewych said “our priority 
is going to be building something 
they [private and corporate donors] 
can see.” 

The renovations include a pro- 
posed video communications sys- 
tem, similar to the ones found in 
airports, and refurbishing of confer- 
ence rooms. Money, says Filewych, 
could be raised from the selling of 
advertising space to both the Uni- 
versity and by the private sector.

The pilot program was supposed 
to give out 1,000 loans to students 
at Ontario universities. It offered

eligible for normal Ontario student 
loans. 

But as of last week, no more than 
a few dozen students had received 
one of the over 150 loans of $2,500 
each set aside for Toronto’s three 
universities.

Upon first reading Jason Marc

The package Mr. Chouinard ex- 
amined was provided to him by 
two self-described WEM dolphin 
trainers: Jeff Weiss and Mark 
Norman. Apparently concerned by 
the impact of AETA’s dolphin pro- 
tests, they hatched a scheme to 
gather “incriminating” information 
about the group. A message was left 
by someone claiming to be very in- 
terested in AETA, requesting infor- 
mation be sent to campus postal box 
60438. The caller used a fictitious 
name and to being given permis- 
sion by a director of the Special Edu-

cation Students Association to use 
their office space and phone to make 
and receive calls in connection with 
this scheme. 

They found nothing more serious 
than some informational material. 
Nothing scandalous here. But by a 
stroke of luck, the material was ina 
university envelope. Mr. Weiss then 
contacted the chairman of Genetics, 
enquiring as to whether the use of 
this envelope constituted support 
of AETA. He was told unequivo- 
cally: “No!” The department did not 
support the group, had no knowIl- 
edge of the use of the envelope, and 
the person in question would be 
reprimanded. 

They were again left with no scan- 
dal. There was no story. Mr. 
Chouinard, however, found a way 
around this. It’s called shoddy jour- 
nalism. You don’t bother to check 
your facts and you don’t contact the 
other side of the issue. In fact, a 
name and phone number had been 
left at the Gateway office well before 
the printing of his article, for him to 
contact about this matter. Disdain- 
ing what any responsible journalist 
would do, he decided to write be- 
fore checking. Or thinking, for that 
matter. 

The most unsavoury aspect of this 
whole affair is not the harassment 
or deceit. It is not misuse of univer- 
sity facilities and equipment nor ir- 
responsible journalism. It’s not even 
the attempt to implicate an entire 
university departmentin something 


of which it had no prior knowledgemisr 
and to which it had already denied 
any connection. No, the worst patt 
is the persecution and intimidation 
of someone simply for acting upon 
and speaking out in a legal mannet 
about their beliefs. Attempts at sr 
lencing people for their beliefsiiMe 
through intimidation are always | 
reprehensible, but particularly soi 
a university atmosphere. 

Please do talk to the trainers ai 
WEM. When they are finished de 
fending keeping dolphinsin capt ) 
ity for financial gain, ask them if 
responsible people hide behind 
phony names, innocent bystanders 
and incompetent journalists, attack: at 
ing those with opposing views P 
sonally instead of confronting them

As the year progressed, more 
disturbing events unfolded. Adam 
Green, the former ESA president, 
was appointed as one of the two 
Deputy Returning Officers for the 
elections. The other DRO was Dal- 
las Newby, and it should come as 
no surprise to you that both men 
happen to be Kappa Alpha mem- 
bers, and that Newby also _hap- 
pens to reside at the frat house 
with Kennedy. Even more outra- 
geous is the fact that in the inter- 
view process to consider the DRO 
appointments, Kennedy failed to 
have an impartial observer in the 
room with him to consider appli- 
cants, as has been the convention 


observed by other 
CRO’s. 
There were 


sharp reactions to 
the appointments 
of Green and 
Newby as DRO’s. 
In letters to The 
Gateway, objec 
tions were made 
on the process by 
which they were 
appointed, and, 
more specifically, 
strong objections 
were made about 
Green’s criminal 
record, consisting 
of Fraud, Assault, 
Theft Under, and 
Theft Over $1000. In speaking to 
Filewych about the matter, I let 
him know that appointments made 
by what seemed to be patronage 
were unacceptable and outrageous. 
I told him that the Students’ Union 
appeared to be an institution where 
patronage talks, and merit walks. I 
asked him what, if anything, he 
was prepared to do about the ap- 
pointments. He replied that he re- 
garded the situation as a serious 
matter, and that he would look 
into it. 

Not completely satisfied with 
Filewych’s answer, | addressed the 
Students’ Unioncouncil onthe mat- 
ter. In the last council meeting be- 
fore the elections, I raised the issue 
of patronage appointments in the 
elections Office. Despite being 
ruled out of order by an SU coun- 
cillor, the issues that I did bring 
forward did generate questions 
from a few interested councillors. 
Questions were put to the SU Ex- 
ecutive about the matter. 

The bottom line out of the coun- 
cil meeting was that again, the SU 
executive reiterated their concern 
over my statement, and promised 
to look into the matter. What hap- 
pened? Nothing. The appoint- 
ments of Green and Newby stood. 
A number of students and my- 


self felt that this situation was un- 
acceptable and disgusting. The SU 
appeared incapable or unwilling 
to deal with the matter, so we felt 
that the matter should proceed to 
the DIE Board. The appellants, 
myself, York Ang, Greta Reiten, 
and Dean Jelicic, complained about 
patronage, conflicts of interest, 
improper hiring procedures, and 
violations of the Elections bylaws 
against the respondents, Kennedy, 
Green, Newby, Boissonault, and 
Filewych. 

But then, you never heard about 
this case did you? A decision on 
the outcome of the complaint was 
never printed in The Gateway, nor 
did DIE Board proceed with the 
matter beyond a 
preliminary hear- 
ing. Why? The re- 
spondents_ re- 
ceived our com- 
plaint on Friday, 
March4. Overthe 
weekend they 
somehow man- 
aged to draft a re- 
sponse to us 
which was faxed 
to them from the 
“Law Dept.” 
from someone 
working in the 
City of Calgary 
Law Department. 
Their response 
implied that if 
they lost the DIEruling, they would 
get a lawyer and take us to court. 

Our group felt that we could not 
proceed before the DIE Board be- 
cause of the possibility of a court 
later ruling against us and award- 
ing costs to the respondents. We 


- withdrew our complaint, but what 


should concern the reader is.the 
extent that the SU was prepared to 


goin order to prevent the case from E 


being heard. The implications of 
our having to withdraw our com- 
plaint are far reaching, and may 
have an impact on future com- 
plaints about the SU before the DIE 
Board. 

But the story is not done yet, for 
what about the election? I think 
that the record speaks for itself in 
determining the suitability and 
competency of CRO Martin 
Kennedy. Numerous complaints 
by candidates were made about 
Kennedy. A number of DIE Board 
complaints by candidates were 
heard against him in his rulings 
and interpretations of the Elections 
Bylaws. Some FADRO’s did not 
receive any training at all in the 
running of Faculty Association 
elections, and Mr. Kennedy was 
not even available for consultation 
during these elections. Even SU 


President Filewych had to write a

letter to Mr. Kennedy reminding 
him of his responsibilities as CRO. 
Itis no wonder that Gateway News 
Editor, Juliet Williams in her edito- 
rial “The Evil That Is Martin 
Kennedy,” made the statement that 
Kennedy will go down in SU his- 
tory as one of the worst CRO’s 
ever. Clearly, changes have to be 
made to reform the process of se- 
lecting candidates for SU directors 
and the CRO. Candidates must be 
chosen on the basis of their merit, 
not through a patronage-ridden 
process thatseems to rubber-stamp 
close friends into plum positions 
of authority and responsibility. 

Finally, there is the matter of 
Adam Green. By now many of you 
will know that he has applied for 
the position of CRO. In an office 
that is supposed to be apolitical, 
representing good character, fair- 
ness and impartiality, the SU Nomi- 
nating Committee is prepared to 
submit Mr. Green’s name for the 
position of CRO. 

Just when you thought that it 
could not get any worse, such is 
not the case. It is unbelievable that 
the SU Nominating Committee 
members would even consider 
Green for the CRO position. In 
speaking to Filewych about the 
appointment, I reminded him that 
some members of the SU would 


not stand forsuchanappointment, . 


and that the political backlash and 
consequences of the SU action 
would be significant. There are 
other factors which should be con- 
sidered in deciding whether Green 
should be appointed as CRO. Did 
you know that the Alberta Elec- 
tions Act (AEA) prohibits any per- 
son from holding a position of enu- 
merator who “have within the im- 


mediately preceding 10 years been 
convicted of an indictable offence 
where the penalty that may be (em- 
phasis added) imposed for that 
offence is greater than 2 years’ im- 
prisonment?’ Now, Adam Green 
may tell you that the sentence he 
received was less than two years, 
but the fact remains that he was 
convicted of an indictable offence, 
and he could have received such a 
sentence. Some people might make 
the argument that S.17 (g) of the 
AEA does not apply to SU Elec- 
tions, or that it only applies to enu- 
merators, and not Returning Offic- 
ers. In researching this matter I 
spoke to Patrick Ledgerwood, 
Chief Electoral Officer for Alberta. 
Mr Ledgerwood stated that he 
works with the SU Elections Office 
each year. He explained to me that 
the Elections Office in Alberta would 
not hire any person for the position 
as an enumerator, nor would they 
knowingly hire a person as a Re- 
turning Officer who had an indict- 
able offence. 

If the Chief Electoral Officer of 
Alberta would not hire a person 
with anindictable offence asa CRO, 
then why should the SU? The ques- 
tion then becomes, what can be 
done about this situation? 

The answer is to let Terence 
Filewych and the members of the 
Nominating Committee know that 
Mr. Green’s appointment is totally 
unacceptable. As members of the 
SU, you have the right to let your 
elected members know how you 
feel. The SU Executive claim that 
they are accountable and respon- 
sible for their actions, so now is the 
time to put this claim to a test. If 
you really care about what goes on 
in the SU, do something about it.

time in jail. Minor inconveniences. 

What I gain from getting busted 
is some insight into how our “fun- 
damental freedoms” work. 

I guess getting busted ten min- 
utes before a rally is a good ex- 
ample of our “freedom of peaceful 
assembly.” 

The cops let me go after the rally 
ended and the media left. There 
were still some 
hardcore 
Grassroots 4\\ 
members there ; 
when I finally 
arrived. With 
our video cam- 
era keeping the 
cops at bay, we 
rolled a decent- 
sized joint. The 
camera guy 
took off and the 
cops returned. \ 
Many took the 
opportunity to 
voice their dis- 
content at such 
constant harrassment. Suddenly, | 
wasn’t the only crazed, stoned-yet- 
articulate anti-authoritarian 
around. I just shut my mouth and 
let the others have a go. It was a 
refreshing change, being one of 
many voices instead of the only 
voice. 

Then the Sun reporter arrived. 
In a futile attempt at avoiding be- 
ing miscontextualized once again 
in the corporate press, about fif- 
teen of us decided upon a single 
quote to give tothe reporter, some- 
thing that would sum up why we 
were out there in the first place. We

came tothe conclusion that we were 
there to “call attention to the fact 
that if there was any meaningful 
debate (defined as “the ability to 
respond to criticism”) in the mass 
media on prohibition, the drug war 
would be over tomorrow.” 

Somewhere along the line edi- 
tors, that quote got changed into 
“Many blamed the media for un- 
dermining their 
cause by por- 
traying them 
simply as 
potheads who 
want to get 
high.” This is 
what is known 
as “freedom of 
the press”—the 
freedom to mo- 
nopolize on the 
ability to com- 
Ss municate and 

distort reality to 
suit your own 
needs. 

Some people 
ask me why I bother trying to end 
the drug war when there are so 
many other more pressing issues 
around. I think of it as the first step 
of a two-step shot at a democratic 
revolution. 

If the drug war was to end to- 
morrow, the people would get 
stronger and the government 
would get weaker. The average pot 
user would have about 50 to 100 
dollars per month more spending 
money, which would in turn boost 
the economy. The billions wasted 
on fighting the drug war could go 
to education and healthcare. Alco- 


hol and tobacco abuse would de- 
cline, and many people could grow 
their own medicine. The attack on 
civil liberties would be put on hold, 
and the US would have one less 
excuse for third world interven- 
tion. 

If the drug war continues, I pre- 
dict that most of the people fight- 
ing the ruling class will be arrested 
under the Narcotic Control Act, or 
some similar War Measures Act 
substitute. 

Istill feel that the force necessary 
to legalize pot in Canada is the 
force necessary to get that “debate” 
quote into the Globe and Mail. A 
debate would follow. Through de- 
bate comes awareness. The blatant 
injustice is exposed for all to see, 
and once exposed, will not be tol- 
erated. 

With a bit of imagination, I’m 
sure we could get it into the local 
papers by the next demo. The next 
demo, by the way, is on April 24th, 
at high noon, between city hall and 


the courthouse. The next day, I will 
go to court for handing out 26joints 
at the Sept. 26th rally, otherwise 
known as “trafficking.” The maxi- 
mum sentence for trafficking, by 
the way, is life. 

If enough people show up, we 
can call attention to the debate 
within the courtroom, and then 
maybe the truth about the state’s 
lack of justification for prohibition 
will spill out onto the pages of our 
collective newspaper conscious- 
ness. 

If you haven’t been able to make 
the last few rallies, please try and 
make anextra special effort tocome 
out to this one. Go and mark it 
down on your calendar right now. 
If you consider yourself a friend of 
mine, if you believe in standing up 
against injustice, or if you would 
like to achieve something really 
worthwhile in your “little gleam 
between two eternities,” I promise 
you, it will be an afternoon to re- 
member.

This is the story of Oleanna, the 
controversial play recently play- 
ing at the Citadel Theatre. With 
today’s age of political correctness 
and catch-phrases like “zero toler- 
ance,” the play has been accused of 
fanning the flames of dissent. it 
was written by David Mamet, a 
controversy in his own right. 
Mamet has been labelled a misogy- 
nist for his male-dominated works 
and critics have attacked the play 
for misrepresenting the female 
point of view. Carol’s conflict never 
becomes as physical as John’s and 
her message is arguably more dis- 
comforting. On the other hand, the 
play has also been praised for deal- 
ing with relevant issues in a bold 
manner. 

Atany rate, Oleanna raises many 
important questions: Has political 
correctness come too far? Do ha- 
fassment policies infringe on our 
freedom? How should we inter- 
pret the actions of others? Could 
theevents in the play actually hap- 
pen? 

Scott Hylands, who plays John, 
has many thoughts on the themes 
ofthe play.

“I mean, you 
cannot finally get to the meaning 
of something.” One of the many 
Ssues explored in the play is that 
Many action you have a transmit- 
terand a receiver.

One of the most 
Mmportant lines in the play is ‘We 
‘an only interpret the behaviour of

Atthe opening night, it was evi- 
dent that the audience was defi- 
titely on John’s side when com- 
ments of shock and frustration 
‘ould be overheard during Carol’s 
Politically correct speeches. And 
When John finally physically con- 
ftonts Carol, the crowd burst into 
ipplause. The cast and crew were 
‘utprised, to say the least. 

It was a very provocative re- 
‘Ponse,” notes Hylands. “We were

To be innocent until proven 
guilty is one of the core doctrines of 
our justice system.

To 
see a man simply accused by one 
person and then to see his life sub- 
sequently ripped apart withoutany 
real system of prosecutionis fright- 
ening. Could this situation actu- 
ally occur? 

“It would be most unlikely,” says 
Susan Shaw, Human Rights Of- 
ficer and Sexual Harassment Ad- 
visor at the University of Alberta.

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name missing from a guest list, he was a 
cornerstone of Edmonton's theatre commu- 
nity. He was an active member of the local 
theatre community, participating with the 
Citadel, Catalyst, and Theatre 3, laterknown 
as the Phoenix Theatre. 

In 1991, Klein came into the possession of 
Nexus Theatre, the “canary in the mine shaft” 
of local theatre, named so becuase of its 
location downtown in McCauley Plaza. In 
his three years overseeing the tiny, 
underfunded theatre, he turned it into more 


thana lunchtime retreat for busy office work- 
ers, producing new Canadian works like 
Paddy Campbell’s Parallax Garden. He re- 
signed last fall from the artistic director post, 
after struggling with the theatre through the 
financial woes that local companies had only 
begun to feel. He recently worked with Cata- 
lyst Theatre in the production of The Wild 
Guys a few months ago before heading off to 
Winnipeg to begin work on The Diary of 
Anne Frank. He collapsed Tuesday during a 
performance, due to an aneurism. He left 


behind his wife Heather Redfern and their 
four children, ages four to 13. 

He passed away doing what he loved to 
do. What he has left behind is the spirit to 
never allow the arts to be taken away.

and made a documentary—this would have 
been a sharp and fascinating film. At least 
we would not have to put up with these 
stupid characters. 

In fact, these are the dumbest characters to 
beina film fora long time.

After defeating the top-ranked

They followed 
he0-2 start.with a pair of losses the 
text weekend to the University of 
british Columbia Thunderbirds and 
nthe short Canada West season 
tad dug themselves into a 0-4 hole. 
‘Iwas worried, because you're 
tbviously going tobe worried when 
jou think you’ve got a good a shot 
atbeing in the top two and then you 
0 0-4,” said Bears coach Terry 
Danyluk. “Obviously you start to 
gt worried, but I wasn’t discour- 
aed. I was questioning my deci- 
ion on the system we used so we 
hanged the system and played 
iter after that.” 

With players like Procter, Greg 
Hansen and Chad Hatala the Bears 
hd plenty of firepower, so Danyluk 
thanged the standard offence that 
Most teams use. He switched to an 
linsive system where the big guns 
Were floaters and able to attack from 
liferent areas of the floor at differ- 


ent times. It had potential to be an 
effective system, but after the first 
four losses, it was time fora change. 

“Thad some big, interesting play- 
ers and I tried something that was 
maybe a little too complicated,” 
explained Danyluk. “We beat 
Manitoba with that system [in pre- 
season] but we also lost 3-2, 3-2 to 
Calgary with that system.” 

The Bears changed their offence 
after the first four games and then 
headed down to California at the 
Christmas break to work on the 
basics and bond asateam. The Cali- 
fornia trip worked as the Bears re- 
turned home for the stretch drive 
looking like a new team. 

Facing a situation of having to 
win all of the remaining games to 
dig out of their hole and make the 
Canada West playoffs, the Bears 
got down to business. In the last 
twelve games of the season the Bears 
were the best team in the confer- 
ence with a 10-2 record. 

Though they suffered losses to 
UBC and Victoria, the Bears pulled 
off a huge upset on January 21 and 
22 when they swept the Dinosaurs 
in Calgary. It was the first time such 
a feat had taken place and was one 
of the highlights of the Bears sea- 
BON. 

“Tt was great and I think for our 
players it was a big step. The fact 
that we beat them at home is a sign 
that we were headed in the right 
direction.” 

The test of the Bears’ character 
came in the last four games of the 
season where they had to win all of 
them to even have a chance at get- 
ting a wildcard berth in the nation- 
als. The pressure of winning was 
not the only thing that the Bears 
had to deal with. 

“The hardest two weeks of our 
year were our last two league 
matches against Saskatchewan and 
Victoria. We had to win all four 
games and that’s when the media 
started to talk about dissension on 
our team,” said Danyluk about the 
apparent troubles amongst his play- 
ers. “That caused a whole lot of 
pressure on everybody because the 
players didn’t know there was a 
problem. But everybody starts talk- 
ing about a problem and that be- 
comesa problem even though there 


isn’t a problem and it gets blown 
out of proportion. Those two weeks 
they [the players] could have just

“T think our conference this year 
was a lot tougher than last year.

The Pan- 
das could have had a shot at the 
gold, but UNB, who had beaten 
them in the 1992 semi-finals, got 
them again.

whichis absolutely amazing. When 
I started coaching, we were losing 
to them nine and ten nothing.” 

Marshall said the season was also 
highlighted by the improvement of 
players—like Connie Pistawka, 
Renee Stevenson, Sue Armstrong, 
and Julia Yates—who are not gen- 
erally among the stars, but could 
shine in the future.

Marshall is hoping that current 
bench-dwellers will step up to the 
challenge this year the way they 
did last year when the Pandas lost 
Tara Croxford and Sian Davies.

Marshallis setting her sights ona 
hot prospect from Calgary and on 
local star B.J. Stedward.With some 
new athletes coming in and depend- 
able players like Paige McDonald 
holding the fort, the Pandas could 
be in good shape for 1994. 

However, they will have to be 
better than they’ ve been for years if 
they are to get to the nationals again. 
The Calgary Dinos are hosting the 
tournament, so the Pandas have to 
make the top two in the Canada 
West. They haven’t done that since 
1980, and they'll likely have to dis- 
lodge one of those toughB.C. teams 
from the top of the standings. 

The Pandas’ 1994 season begins 
September 9-11 when they host 
some of the country’s top teams for 
a pre-season tournament. It is then 
that they will truly know how they 
stack up against the rest. 

“It’s going to be a real knock- 
down, drag-’em-out,” said 
Marshall. 

As for the future, Marshall hopes 
that the worst thing she’ll have to 
deal with is graduating players, in- 
stead of worrying about losing the 
team altogether to budget cuts. 

“From my perspective, I don’t 
think [field hockey] is in any more 
danger than any other sport, and 
I’ve been assured of that by our 
administration here. But stranger 
things have happened ina year.”

When you look back on the 1993- 
94 Golden Bears wrestling season 
your eyes get fixed on two week- 
ends—February 25-27 and March 
4-6. One was filled with disappoint- 
ment, the other with triumph. 

“The goals at the start of the sea- 
son were to improve on our team 
performances from last year,” said 
Bears coach Vang Ioannides on the 
Bears fourth place finish at the 
Canada West tournament and sev- 
enth place at the CIAU tournament. 
“T thought we could finish in top- 
two in Canada West if we worked 
real hard and | thought we could 
finish top-six at the CIAUs.” 

What transpired was a fifth and 
last place finish at the Canada West 
tournament on February 25-27 and 
a sixth place finish at the CIAU 
championships March 4-6.

The young 
Bears squad was led by 52 kg Glen 
Allen and 90 kg Wade Wishloff all 
year long. At the University of 
Calgary tournament and the Uni- 
versity of Alberta tournament the 
team showed promise, finishing 
second in both conference meets.
